THE JUST.W of Tiff: HO ENS. 

At least ono man now in England 
claims, not to have been surprised at 
the rising of tho Boer.s. That man is 
Dr. RusSELr, or.stwhile the famous cor- 
respondent of the London I'im.es in the 
Crimea aud special correspondent in 
South Africa of the London Telegraph 
during tho Zulu war. jMr. Husskll 
says that the Boers i^eyer;;took kindly 
to the annexation 0! 1 their country, to 
Ifatal, and that the act of SirTnEOPHi- 
L08 Shepston in attaching the Trans- 
vaal to the British crown was never 
acquiesced in by the inhabitants. The 
English radical uowspapera are all . in 
favor 6£. leaving tho Boer.s to,Worl« out 
thMr'dwri destiny as an iitdSpendeQt' 
republic ; but the reader will under- 
atand that Oreat Britain cannot treat 
with rebels with arms in their hands. 
Her power over the savage tribes would 
be gono at onco if -she did so. The 
Boers' must first lay aside their .woa> 
pons.; tlien the question of thoir fufcufe. 
political slatus will be considered. 
Telegrams that wn find in a California 
newppaper rcpi-esent tlin war os nearly 
oven There is room for doubt on that 
point. The Boers have been preparing 
for tho outbreak a long time, and until 
they shall have met with a decided 
defeat thpy will not be prepared to" 
treat for peace. Dr. RuasELn,' in a 
letter to the Telegraph, says :— 

" On Decomber'lO, 1879, tho Boers mot 
to the number of 0,300 at Montorfoutein 
and passed a series of resolutions announc- 
ing their unaltnrable resolve to regain 
thoir independence, and duly notify- 
ing tho authorities of tho fact. Exactly 
ono year after tho mooting at Montorfou- 
tein the Boers have met as before and 
, prttckimod a Republic at Heidolburg, and 
nlao de facto became in open rebellion, 
although thoiv contention would bo that 
as thoy never acknowledged tho annexa- 
tion of tho Transvaal by Sir Tlioophilus 
Shppston, and as they wore acting under 
the cover of tho forms of their constitu- 
tion with a legally elected president and 
a Volksraad, thoy were only resisting a 
lawless invasion, which all peaceful re- 
monstrance had failed to abate. Martin 
Pretorias, Vico-Prosident of the Trans- 
vaal and President of tho Orange River 
Free Statoyis' a man of no great 
force of chahioler, but has great inllu- 
enco over tho Boers, which ho derives 
from the connection of his name with 
their troubles and unhappy history. But 
Paul Kruger is a person of very difterent 
typo, and Jouberl, tho commandant of 
tho .Boers, is a compound of Oliver Crom- 
weU'wi'd Balfour" of Burloy. It is non- 
sense to talk ''about the rising being tho 
work of a few agitators. It is as natural 
OS tho Boers can make it. It is an ex- 
pression of anger and dislike to British 
rule. Tho leaders are driven by tho 
masses behind them. When tho author- 
ities ot^ Pretoria arrested Mr, Celliors, 
editor of tho Volkstem, for publishing the 
resolutions of tho Boers' government at 
Heidelberg, and the order not to pay 
taxes, they mnst have seen that a conflict 
was inevitable unless tho Boers gave in, 
and ono is at a loss to know why it should 
have boon taken for granted that a raco 
so dogged, so cahn, and. so patient .should 
h^vo .peeu. jvidged- .qiiUe.incapabiq . of. ofi- 
tion; Bcoing that their records show of 
what wonderful tenacity of purpose their 
ancestors wore poasossod. Itia doploriiblo 
that, if the government were determined 
to keep the Transvaal by force, and at all 
hazards, and to govern it by martial law, 
thoy did not maintain such a force there 
as would have convinced. tho Boers of the 
hopolessnoss of araied resistance. It now 
only remains to bo seen what turn the 
rising will take till such time as tho Brit- 
ish array is strong enough to overturn the 
Transvaal, and bring with tliom what is 
after .-^U something very like civil war 
with all its horrors. It must bo romom- 
bored that the Dutch in the Oapo.Coloiiy 
and Orange River Free State constitute 
an important factor in the Imperial cal- 
culations respecting South Africa, and as 
the Homo Govornmont as well as tho 
local authorities seem to have baen coin- 
plotoly astray in thoir estimate of tho 
forces at work in the Boor rising, lot me 
express-the earnest hopo that'they will 
well corilsidor, not only the means to bo 
used in repressing the revolt and in nun- 
iflhing those who may deserve such treat- 
ment, but also tho measures which arc to 
folldWvitho.asaerUo^^ 
mncy over her unwilling subjocta'"'

The kind of juries they have in Dub-

Tho height of the human figure is 
six times tho length of the feet.

TiiR Telephoxe in an English 
CouKTHOCM. — The trial of the suit of 
the British postolHoe against the Edi- 
son Telephone Company just decided 
in favor of the former, was one of the 
most singular and iyteresting ever 
heard in a court of justice, T-ie court- 
room was triinsformod into a laboratory 
and tho learned arguments of counsel 
were illustrated with batteries and 
models and: the last refinement of elec- 
tric science. Tho Crown lawyers con- 
tended that the telephone linos for busi- 
ness were an infringement of the gov- 
ernment monopoly in the transniission 
of telegraphic ine.'isagcs; to which tho 
defendant's counsel replied that with 
the telephone nothing passed between 
the two extremes but the human voice. 
Had the postoflicc such a monopoly 
tiiat it could prevent two of her Ma- 
jesty's subjects from t.alking together 1 
The Crown answered with other subtil 
and refined dissertations on the nature 
of .sound, and the elements required in 
communication by electric signals. Tho 
decision, as slated, was for the Crown 
and tho goneral postoffice is already ar- 
ranging for tho control nnd administra- 
tion of the telephonic service of the 
realm. —Boston Advartiar.

She Returns to San FranciS- 
CO with a Broken Shalt. 



Xt about half • past eight o'clock 
last night intimation was received from 
tho Seattle office that tho telegraph lino 
to San Francisco was all right. Mr, Wil- 
son, 8Ui)erintondent of telegraphs, was 
sui^imoned to tlio officaby^^elej^Iion^ and 
the news that the wires were up spreading 
quickly,, tho. oflico. .waa'^sopn filled with 
excited and 'anxious xitiisons. A delay of 
about a quarter of an hour (which Boomed 
an age) occurred, tho anxiety of all pre- 
sent increasing as tho timo passed. Pres- 
ently tho instrument ticked ofl' the fol-

This glad news was immediately hand- 
ed to tho editor of Campbell's Bulletin 
and by him posted in largo letters so that 
nil might read. Koxt came a njcssago to 
Welch, Rithct & Co., agents of the steam- 
ship, whioh conveyed tho^i additional in- 
tolligen'celtliat tlie iB^ot^V'vas towod 
back to San Francisoo on the iGth inst. 
(Sunday) by the steamship Victoria, hav- 
ing broken her shaft. A happier set of 
men than tlioau who had congregated ia 
tho telegraph office aud on the street 
comers has bcon seldom seen in 'Victoriu. 
Some who had friends on ' board cried 
for joy, wlien Uwy-lloard'that.TtUoy-wore 
safe, and every lieart gave vent ■ to ex- 
pressions of gratitude and roliof. Tho 
long suspense was over. Tlie Dakota was 
all right. Men who but a few moments 
before were dispirited and downcast and 
in whose minds the recollection of the 
awful scones that succeeded the. going 
down of the Pacific had begun to revive, 
" rejoiced with an exceeding great joy" 
to know that tho object of their deop 
solicitude had been rescued from a posi- 
tion of groat peril and that all on board 
wore well. 

The youthful operator at the telephone 
oiGco shouted the glad tidings over tho 
wires to every subscriber, and tho joyful 
intelligence vibrated like a blessing 
through scores of households. 

At Broughton Street Hall a largo audi- 
ence were astomblcd to witness a per- 
formaneo. In tho midst of tho pro- 
gramme Mr. Wallace, tho chairman, an- 
nounced that the Dakota was safe. Tlio 
announcement seemed to tlirill the audi- 
ence and their feelings foutid vent in 
hearty rounds of cheers. 

The theory advanced by ua yestoiday 
in referring to the causes of tho detention 
of tho Dakota has been fully borne out in 
the event. The Dakota, sailing from 
San Francisco on tho lOtli, broke down 
on tho 11th or 12th inst. The raagnifi- 
coiit seamanship of Capt. Morse was then 
called into action. He sjjread his can- 
vaH and stood away for San Francisco 
keeping well ofl' shore. This fact will ac- 
count for the Dakota not having been 
sighted by thu Oregon or Erapiw on their 
way up the coast one br two 
days afterwards. Wlicn it was 
deemed prudent to bead for the shore 
again Capt. Morse laid his ship in tho 
track of tho Oregon and British Columbia 
steamships and mot tho steamship Vic- 
toria which left Sau Francisco on the I'lth 
for Victoria. That vessel took tho Da- 
kota in tow and botli ships reached San 
Francisco on Sunday. The Dakota's mails 
and passongors were doubtless transferred 
to tho VictOria-whiclrwill bo, duo here to- 
day. 

"All's well that ends well." \i\d after 
thu suspense and sleeplcsH nights and 
gloomy forebodings we fancy that Vic- 
toria laid down last night with athanUfid 
heart to pleasant dreams.

Understood Scott to sa}' that ho was go- 
ing to take tho whole house down and 
tho complainant, too. Defendant had 
been a nuisance for two years. 

In roply to Mr. Mills for the dofond- 
ant, witness stated that Jlr. Spratt was 
his landlord. Tiic land in liis pos-scssion 
was that on which the lioiiso and wood- 
shed stand. Tho pas.siigo was coiinuon 
to his and dofeiulaiit'd houses. He had 
fenced up the passage, in which wa.s a 
door with lock and key. Ho had to nail 
his front door up on account of filth. 
This door ho had nailed up and it was 
the one defendant had broken in. De- 
fendant had no more right t'j the door 
than to the stove in tlie house, or the 
coat on tho counsel's back. Defendant's 
liouse was also on Mr. Spratt's land and 
ho had three sides to it. He had boon a 
tenant for two years. Did not remem- 
ber tho defendant stating that complain- 
ant was a trespasser. Defendant had 
said that witness had no right tc tho 
house and he claimed tho whole of it. 

Mr. Mills contended that tho dcfond- 
ant had a right of way in common with 
plaintiff and ho asked the Court to dis- 
miss tho case. 

His Worship advised the parties to 
settle tho dilliculty without going further. 
If this could not bo dono it could be car- 
ried by the plaintiff to a higher Court. 

Mr. Mills' application for costs was 
not granted. 

Tho case of Johnny NVilson, an Indian, 
on romand for stealing a boat, or having 
it in his possession knowing it to 
have been stolen from Washington Terri- 
tory, was nc.\t called up. 

Nothing farther had bcon u.icorlainod 
about tho matter and the case wa.s re- 
manded for a week no as to get informa- 
tion from Seattle, prisoner tn bo liber- 
ated on hi.s own rccognizance.'j. 

Charley Ooutts, for slcaling a blanket, 
was again remanded for two days, pend- 
ing the arrival of a witness from Nannimo.

On Monday evening, after the various 
committees hatl boon appointed. His Wor- 
ship stated that ho would ofler a few re- 
marks on the duties of committeemen. 
The committee of finance wtis a vei-y im- 
portant one, and it sliould look well after 
tho financial condition of tho city. Tiiere 
was a large amount of arrearages t)f taxes 
on the city -rbooks and these should 
bo collected as soon as possible. 
Tho water committee should do their 
best to improve the quality of water and 
also take tho question of rearrangement 
of water rates into consideration. It is 
important that roTonue should be increas- 
ed .ind taxation, if po.ssiblo, reduced. 
With reference to streets the street com- 
mitteo'*Bhould see that they were kept in 
best order practicable with tho amount of 
revenue at their di-sposal. Tho (juoation 
of sidewalks should also bo well consider- 
ed. It aeeiuod to him that tho tinio had 
arrived for tho Oouncil to take them over 
and hereafter koop thom in repair nt the 
expense of tho city, It would, however, 
be unfair to property-lioldors who had 
just made now sidewalks tn exempt tlioso 
who had been delinquent or who owned 
property alongside which sidewalks wore 
required. In such cases sidewalks should 
bo put in order before being taken over. 
Tho planting of shade troos should be en- 
couraged in over}' possible way as nothing 
tended more to improve tho appearance 
of tho streets and tho health of the city. 
The Sanitary Committee had a great 
work before it. Tho sewage question 
must be seriously considered. I?or tho 
carrying out of a woll-digestcd scheme, 
perhaps it might he advisable to raise a 
loan. It was timo, also, to consolidate 
tlio City Bylaws. .-Vt present nobodj- know 
what Bylaws were in force. The present 
system of ntniiinations ho cnnsidoreil a 
farce ; they should be made in a maimor to 
correspond with nominations for tho legis- 
lature. Thoro Wiis also a ditfioulty about 
road tax-payers. In no other city tliat ho 
know of were they allowed to_ vote for 
Municipal oflllccrs. Tho question as to 
whether the tax on insuranco should not 
lie repealed should also roooivo considora- 
tion. Tlic City Hall Comniittoo would 
iuivo to ascertain tho condition of the 
Council building. Tho foundation rcfjuir- 
ed looking after ; and the roof was m a 
bad oonditi6n.C Qn>tho .whole he -consid- 
ered that tho new Council was a good one 
and ho was certain thoy would work ' for 
tho beat interests of tho city, and in har- 
monj- with each otiier.
